Jackson as writing, in 1625: " . . . it 
is the duty of neutrals to do noth- 
ing which may strengthen the side 
which has the Worse cause, or which 
may impede the motions of him who 
is carrying on a just war , . ." • 


Thus the original concept of neu- 


trality was not one of indifference or 
even of rigid impartiality.. This le- 
galistic idea grew up in the late 
19th century, the idea that once a 
war was started, the world was 
somehow bound to pass no judgment 
on which side as right, but to treat 
both precisely the same. 


The years from 1930 to 1940 were 


a fine demonstration of the folly of 
such a view of neutrality. Had the 
League been able to put 
effective 


pressure on Italy, or on Japan, much 
that has happened might not have 
happened. Had n united world in- 
sisted on saying "No"! to Germany 
when it marched back into the de- 
militarized Rhineland, the whole trag- 
edy enveloping the world today might 
have been avoided. 


At any rate, the world has found 


that it cannot afford to be indiffer- 
ent when the world's peace is broken 
by any nation. We all feel the ef- 
fects of that violation—in fact, Jack- 
son scarcely 
exaggerated when he 


said that any aggressive war today is 
"a civil war against the international

One can hardly conceive of a more 


stupendous venture than for a little 
band of disciples, whose Master had 
been crucified and who were still 
subject to great prosecution, to sel be- 
fore themselves the goal of conquering 
the whole world with their faith and 
with the ideals of the Christian re- 
ligion. 


Yet, history has vindicated the faith 


of these disciples, and it has fulfilled 
the promise that Jesus gave of power 
to all who would go forth to witness 
and serve in His name. 


We live in a world of strange con- 


trasts. Today a great part of human- 
ity is involved in war. An outburst 
of violence such as would have been 
inconceivable a generation ago has 
overtaken the world, reminding us of 
the power of evil. And yet, we see 
Christianity as a world-wide religion, 
living today as it lived in past ages 
alongside earthly powers of tyranny 
and wickedness. 


It means that battles which we had 


supposed to be won have to be fought 
all over again, but as valiant Christ- 
ian soldiers we must pledge ourselves 
to live and, if need be die, for the 
faith, just as these disciples did of 
old. 


If we have their faith, their vision, 


and their courage, there can be no 
question regarding the outcome. 


And we can receive power through 


the Holy Spirit just as did the dis- 
ciples, if we are willing to undergo 
the discipline of preparation, conse- 
cration and prayer.

Flying Jobs 
for Youths 


Those Who Fail 
as Pilots Are 
Placed Elsewhere

MARCH FIELD, Riverside, Cal. — 


The Army Air Corps hns begun to 
draw on a rich store of aeronautical 
talent which until now has gone un- 
noticed. It will be good news for 
many hundreds of eager young men 
who didn't quite make the grade 
when they were trying to become 
the super-pilots requucd 
for our 


flying forces 


They won't become pilots now, ci- 


ther, because standards hnven't been 
lowered. But waiting for them in the 
new big bombers are new jobs, just 
as important and exciting. 


As navigators, they'll plot the sky 


routes of long range missions. 


As bombardiers, 
they'll 
operate 


that greatest of all (he United States' 
aeronautical sedrets—4hc 
amazingly 


accurate bomb sight. They'll nlso be 
be qualified as observers; and, a; 
a matter of routine, in aerial gun 
ncry and radio. 


Already Have Fine Training 


Here at March Field, assigned for 


training with technical units, is a 
group of those cadets who were 'wash- 
ed out" of the schools at 'Kelly or 
Randolph Fields, and sent home. 


They had been superior, material 


at the beginning, surviving rigid 
tests which had turned back most of 
the applicants. They completed their 
primary flying and had sailed into 
basic and advanced courses. And then, 
somewhere along the line, and for 
reasons whihh could be 'considered 
valid only in a service demanding 
perfection, they were washed out. 


Tt was pretty tough to be let out, 


even though 40 or 50 or even GO per 
cent of their classmates also were 
going back to civilian life. And their 
country's heavy investment in their 
training was apparently wasted. 


Just as well pleased ns the cadets 


themselves with their reclamation is 
Brig. Gen. Frank D. Lackland, com- 
mander of the First Bombardment 
Wing, GHQ Air Force. It happens 
that 
the general 
himself formerly 


was in command of Kelly Field, Texas 
to which primary cadets were grad- 
uated for advanced training. So he 
knows the qualities of skill, courage 
and enthusiasm to be found among 
the young men who had to be so 
sternly weeded out. 


This correspondent had a group 


interview with eight of the cadets, 
half of whom had been dismissed 
during training at Randolph Field, 
and the others fiom the advanced 
course at Kelly. 


One said he didn't know why he 


hadn't qualified. Another said he did 
not have quite enough co-ordination. 
A third admitted a trick 
stomach 


which, when they began flying the 
fast stuff, would give him just a 
second's uneasiness during tight turns 
and at the bottoms if dives. Instruc- 
tors found that during those critical 
instants, his reflaxes were a 
rifle 


slow. And out he went. 


"Eight out of 10 of us felt that we 


could fly all right," said a fourth 
young man. "It was mostly our in- 
ability to absorb all the highly tech- 
nical stuff that had to be crammed 
into us during our training. But we 
are sure that we've got something to 
give to these new jobs, and we're 
mighty glad to be back in uniform 
and in sight of commissions again.'" 


"Washed 
Out"—But Not 


Washed Up 


Cadet Harry Schrieber, whom I 


saw just before he took off with a 
squadron of Flying Fortresses, said 
that he had been washed out of 
Randolph Field as a "dangerous pi- 
lot." 
It seems that he was overcon- 


fident or something, because he just 
couldn't remember to observe all of 
the rules and precautions for pri- 
mary trainees. 


That was in December, 1936, which 


seems to have been an especially un- 
lucky season for cadets, because Seh- 
reibcr said only 41 in a class o£ 300 
ever got commissions. He went back 
to his home in Galvcslon and then 
took to cotton dusting. In winged 
crates which weren't even licensed, 
he'd go skimming over the fields and 
strafing the boll weevils with clouds 
of poison dust. He and a friend also 
flew around Texas in an ancient bi- 
plane which, being unlicensed, could 
not even be taken into regular air- 
ports. 


Schreiber found time to finish his 


interrupted engineering 
course 
at 


Texas A. & M. When the defense 
emergency loomed, he regarded it 
wistfully for awhile, then wrote sug- 
gesting that maybe he could be given 
another chance. 


The reply was that there had been 


no relaxing of standards for army 
pilots. But—would he care to go to 
Pan-American's 
navigation 
school, 


from which he might be sent for 
training and commission with some 
bombardment or reconnaisance group? 


So Cadet Schreiber, and many more; 


like him who were washed out, are 
getting a chance to prove that they're 
not washed up.

The first tool a Defense Garden 


maker has need of in the spring is 
a spade and the first operation after 
the ground is dry enough to work is 
to spade the garden. 


This task may seem appalling to 


one unaccustomed to, it, and the 
temptation to hire a man with a 
plow is always strong. And many 
a garden fever has grown cold wait- 
ing for the plownian to. keep his 
promise, while many a garden has 
been a failure because the work in- 
trusted to the plowman or a laborer 
was poorly done. 


Spading the garden after a win- 


ter of inactivity means sore muscles 
and a weary back, but nothing 
more. 
And what a satisfaction to 


start on time and be independent. 


Good tools are always important 


for this job. One needs a spading 
fork strongly made, a sharp, short- 
handled spade and a steel rake. It 
is best to work in an avenue about 
six feet wide. 


Begin by digging across this ave- 


nue a trench about two feet v/ide 
and one full spade's depth. 
Re- 


move all the earth from this trench. 
Clean the surface of the next two 
feet of all debris and tramp this 
debris down in the bottom of the 
trench. Then spade up and throw 
into the trench the earth from the 
next two foot strip across the ave- 
nue. This in turn provides a sec- 
ond trench, which may be filled as 
was the first. This operation is re- 
peated until the garden is finished. 


Burying debris, including the rem- 


nants of last year's crops, is said 
by department of agriculture ex- 
perts to be as good as burning is 
for destroying the fungi of plant dis- 
eases. 
But the method here de- 


scribed must be followed with ex- 
actness and the debris be buried 
deeply, so it will not be turned up 
in cultivation, but will remain un- 
disturbed until decay is complete. 
Nothing should be buried that will 
not readily decay; pieces of wood, 
shavings, etc., should be kept out 
of the garden. 


The buried debris adds humus 


when it decays and in spading next 
year this liumus is taken up into the 
top soil and enriches it. By adding 
an inch or so of the subsoil to the 
top soil each year a layer of fri- 
able soil is gradually deepened and 
the productive powers of the garden 
increased.

the garden thoroughly for seeding, 
at a much smaller expense than 
paying a plowman and much great- 
er satisfaction.

But, 
remember, you should never 


spade wet soil. Wait until a mud- 
pie crumbles as you pat it, instead 
of holding together.
